Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim Claims 1-3, 5-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 1 , 9, 12, 15, 16, 19, 20, 22, 24, and 26, the prior art of record 
discloses numerous method for restricting receiving/transmitting signals in a restriction 
area wherein a base station transmits a signal for restricting a mobile station from 
transmitting a signal (for example, in a theater, church). 

The prior art of record does not specifically disclose a base station utilizing in 
communication units of office-use appliances, wherein the base station, in a registration 
mode, transmits a signal for restricting the communication device from transmitting a 
signal, wherein the communication device has been registered in the registration mode. 

Regarding claims 2-3, 5-8, 10-11, 13-14, 18, 21, 23, 25, and 27-28, these claims 
are allowed as being dependent upon independent claims that have been allowed.
